AND whereas there are many shops, rooms, cellars and places of 
public resort, where tliieves, prostitutes and other disorderly persons 
assemble at night; EE it Enacted, That no shop, room, cellar or 
place of public resort, where ready-made coffee, tea or other liquors 
25 are sold or consumed within the said Police District, shall he kept open 
after the hour of Ekven at night during any part of the year, nor open 
before the hour of Four In , the morning between Lady-day and 
Michaelmas, or before Five in the morning between Michaelmas and 
Lady-day and that no shop, room, cellar, or place of public, resort, 

30 where any refreshments or any liquors not subject to any duties of 
Customs or Excise are consumed within the said Police District, shall 
he kept open after the hour of One in the morning or before the hour 
.of Five in the morning ; and if any such shop, room, cellar or place 
shall be open within the houis hereinbefore respectively prohibited, or 
35 ^eing abut up if any person shall during those hours respectively be 
.found therein, except the persons actually dwelling there, or having 
lawful excuse for being there, or if gaming shall be at any time per- 
initted or suffered therein, then the master, mistress, waiter or other 
person having the care, government or, management of such shop, 

40 room, cellar or place, whether he or she be the real owner or keeper 

thereof or not, shall forfeit and pay any sum not exceeding Ten Pounds Peimitvuot 
upon conviction of any such offence before any Justice of the Peace 
by confession or upon the oath of One or more credible witness or 
: ^ witnesses ; 
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wiLnessess ; and if the party so convicted shall not immediately pay 
tlie said penalty, the Justice sliall commit liim or her to hard labour in 
the hpuse of correction for any space of time not exceeding £hrce 
Months, unless the said penalty siiall be sooner paid ; and the said 
penalty when paid shall be distributed, one moiety to the informer, and .'J 
the other moiety to the Receiver of the Police Fund of the said District, 
for the purposes of the said Acts: Provided always. That nothing 
herein contained shall apply to or aflect any bouse duly licensed for 
the sale of wines and spirituous liquors, and that no such conviction 
shall exempt the owner, keeper or manager of any such shop, room, lo 
cellar or place from any penalty or penal consequence whereto he or 
she may be liable for keeping a disorderly house. 

And be it Enacted, That if any person shall, within the said Police 
district, blow any horn or use any other noisy instrument for the pur- 
pose of hawking, selling or distributing any article whatsoever, it shall 
be lawful for any constable, patrol, watchman, or other person to ap- 
prehend every person so offending and convey him before any Justice 
of the Peace, vvho shall proceed to examine upon oath any witnesses ap- 
pearing to give evidence touching such offence ; and if the party accused 
shall be convicted of such offence, then and in everysuch case he shall for 20 
every such offence forfeit and pay anysum not exceeding Forty Shillings ; 
and in ca^e the offender shall not upon conviction forthwith pay the 
penalty, such Justice is hereby required' to commit such offender to the 
house of correction, there to be kept to hard labour for any time not 
exceeding Ten Days, unless the penalty shall be sooner paid. 

AND whereas accidents often happen, and damage is frequently 
done in the streets and highw'ays, by the negligence or wilful raisbe-^ 
haviourof persons driving carriages or vehicles thereon, and the laws 
now in force have been found insufficient for the due protection of His 
Majesty’s subjects; BE it therefore Enacted, That if the driver of any 3"^ 
carriage or vehicle of any kind whatsoever shall ride upon any such car- 
riage or vehicle, or on any horse drawing the same, not having some per- 
son on foot or on horseback to guide the same (such carriages or vehicles 
as are commonly driven or conducted by some person holding the reins 
of the horse or horses excepted), or if the driver of any carriage or 3!) 
vehicle whatsoever, or any person riding shall, by negligence, wilful 
misbehaviour or any other misconduct, cause any hurt or da«iage to 
any person or property being upon any street or higliway, or if the 
driver of any carriage or vehicle whatsoever shall wilfully be at such 
distance from such carriage or vehicle that he cannot have the direc- 4^ 
tion and government of any horse or horses or cattle drawing the . 
same, not having employed some proper person to take care of the 
same, or shall, by negligence, wilful misbehaviour or any other mis- 
conduct, interrupt the free passage of any other carriage or vehicle, or 

of 
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ofHis Majesty’s subjeds, or shall obstruct ney street or highrvay oranv 
crossing therein, or the approach or access to' an, house or shop and 
being required by an, constable or peace oflicer to pass on or move 
shall continue to obstruct the same, every person so offending in any of 
5 the cases aforesaid within the said District, and being convicted by Psalt, 
any Justice of the 1 eace of any such offence, either upon confession or 
by the oath of a credible witness, shall, for every such offence forfeit 
any sum not exceeding 'flarty Shillings; and in every case where any 
such hint or damage shall have been caused as aforesaid, shall farther 
10 pay such a sum not exceeding Five Pounds, as shall appear to the said 
Justice to be a reasonable compensation to the person so aggrieved or '' 
injured ; and the evidence of such person shall be admitted in proof of 
the offence : Provided always, That if tile person so aggrieved or in- 
jured shall have been the only witness examined in proof of the offence, 

],■; such sum so ordered as compensation shall be paid and applied in the 
same manner as u penalty ; and in default of payment of such penalty, 
and of such compensation, if ordered, together with the costs attend- 
mg such conviction immediately, or within such time as such Justice 
shall appoint, such Justice shall and may commit such offender to' the 
20 common gaol or house of correction, to be there imprisoned for anv 
term not exceeding Two Months, uniess such penalty, together with 
the costs and compensation, if ordered, be sooner paid ;°aud every 
such offender shall and may, by the authority of this uict, with or 
without any warrant, be apprehended by any person who shall see 
25 such offence committed, and shall he immediately conveyed or deli- 
vered to a constable or offer peace officer, in order to be conveyed 
before some Justice of the Peace. 



And be it Enacted, That from and after the passing of this Act ail 
the powers and authorities given to the Commissioners for pavinv and 
30 lighting the City of Dublin, or to any One or more of them, in and by 
an Act passed in the forty-seventh year of the reign of his late Majesty 
King Gborge the Third, intituled, ''An Act for the more effectual 
Improvement of the City of Dublin, and the Environs thereof,” or by 
any Act passed for the amendment thereof, for hearing and determin- 
35 log ony complaint for any offence against the provisions of the said 
Acts or any of them, and for imposing any fine or penalty thereon, 
and for enforcing the same, and for summoning the parties and vrit- 
nesses thereon, shall be transferred to and be solely exercised accord- 
ing to the forms and provisions of the said Acts by One or more of the 
40 said Di visional Justices, at the public office of the Division in which the 
matter of said complaint shall have arisen ; and all the powers given 
in and by the said Acts or any of them to any inspector, constable or 
other person appointed by the said Commissioners for the removal or 
suppression of nuisances, or the apprehension of persons committing 
any offence, shall and may be exercised and put in force by all and 
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every or any of the constables and aub-coijstablcs appointed or to be 
appointed under the said first-reciied Act of the last Session of Parlia- 
ment in every street, lane or other place within the said Police District' 
and every such constable or sub-constable shall for those purposes have 
all the powers, authorities arul privileges of the inspectors, constables 5 
and other persons appointed or who cimy be appointed under the said 
Acts for the improvement ot thc said city by the said Commissioners. 

And • be it linactccl, That all Fines and Penalties recoverable under 
this Act, or under any other Act or Acts now in force or hereafter to 
be passed, and not otherwise directed by the said Acts to be applied, 10 
which may be adjudged or imposed by any Justice or Justices of the 
Peace within the said District, shall he paid to the lleceiver appointed 
linder the said Act of the last Session of Parliament. 



And be it Enacted, That every conviction for any oftence mentioned 
in this Act, or in any of the said recited Acts relating to the Police of 15 
the District of Dublin Metropolis, may be in the following form of 
words, or some other form of words to the like effect :

tive louiids or One Months imprisonment, if any person shall think 
himself or herself aggrieved fay such conviction, such person may 
appeal to the Justices of the Peace at the next General or Quarter 
Sessions of the Peace to be held for the county or city wherein tlie 
cause of complaint shall have arisen, such person at the time of his or 40 
her conviction entering into a recognizance with Two sufficient sureties

5 attend and be examined at the hearing of sucl. appeal ; and that every 
such witness, on producing a certificate of his being so bound over 
under ti.e band of such Justice, shall be allowed compensation for hi, 
lime and liouble and expenses in attending such appeal, which com- 
pensation slmll be paid by the Treasurer of the County in like manlier 
10 as in cases of felony, according to and under the provisions of an Aet 
passed m the last Session of Parliament, intituled, “ An Act to consoli- 
date and amend tlie Laws relating to tile Presentment of Public Money 
by Grand Juries in Iieland;” Provided always, That in case such appeal 
shall be dismissed and sucl, conviction affirmed, the reasonable ex- 
15 penses of all such witnesses attending as aforesaid, to be ascertained by 
the Court, shall be paid by the appellant or appellants ; and Ihe recog- 
nizance or .-ecognizances so entered into as afoi-esaid, shall be 
estreated, unless such expenses are so paid by such appellant or 
appellants.

Boundauy of the Doblin Poi.ice District. 

t ROM the Sea Beach opposite tlie point where the Barony of Rathdown abuts 
on the Road leading from Dublin to Blackcock at Old Merrion Burying Ground; 
along the Boundary Line between said Barony and the County of the City of 
Dublin to the Bridge over the Dodder at Donnybrook ; thence along the left 
Bank of said River Dodder to the Junction of the Baronies of Uppercross and 
Newcastle, near Cypress Grove ; and thence along the Boundary Line between 
the Baronies of Newcastle and Uppercross to the third Loclc from Duhlin on the 
Grand Canal, near Golden Bridge ; thence in a direct line to the Bridge over 
the River Anna Litfey at Chapolizod ; and from the said Bridge along the left 
Bank of said River Anna Liffey to the Ferry at the Bottom of Knockmaroon 
-Hill ; thence along the line of Road over Knockmaroon Hill to the Entrance of 
the Fhceni.c Park at Knockmaroon Gale ; thence by the Wall of the Phmnix 
Park to Ashtonm Lodge at the back of the Under Secretary’s House ; from 
thence by the most direct Road over Longford Bridge on the Royal Canal to 
the Tolka River ; and thence along the said River till it falls into the Sea at 
Annesley Bridge ; thence by the Sea Line to the Lighthouse at the termination 
of the North Wall; from thence across the River Liffey by a direct line to the 
Lighthouse at the termination of the South Wall ; and from thence by the low- 
water mark to the Sea Beach opposite the Point where the Barony of Rathdown 
abuts on the Road leading from Dublin to Blackrock at Old Merrion Church- 
yard, as above described. 
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
